Epiror GazETTE : — About three 
weeks ago I left Wadsworth in com- 
paoy with Satin—that’s the burro’s 
name, The first day out he proved 
that he was no bucking jack, and with 
myself anda sage-brush attached to 
one end of a rope he was not a suc- 
cess asaruoner.
